Wi have said *o much in our leading cr- 
liunn) ou the subject of railways, that, but 
for its great importance to the entire 
community, we sltould be afraid to return I

the dark, as dangerous aa del 

peratr. It was discreet, Iherelbre, 
to determine, that the enquire* pf the 
Committee which bad established a strong 
prima fane case in (afoot of the under- 
taking, should be followed up by such 
an examination of the line as ahonld as- 
certain heights, gradient*, and all other 
particulars requisite to a aafe estimate of 
cost, At a preliminary in my, Mr. 
W Boat's hit beta most satisfactory and 
encouraging. It has abundantly con- 
firmed the opinion previously entertained 
by cit il tngineera and others, thai in 
the •outturn and south -western li. 
there etiat no 
difficulties, but 

whole extent presents more than average 
facilities for railway construction. This 
fact (for it can no longer be called 
meie opinion) render* a scientific aurvey 
the more detirable, inatmnch » there il 
nothing to fear and every thing to hope 
from the result. In other words, there is 
no* strong ground for believing thai the 
money spent upon such a survey would 
not be 1 brown away, but that every ahil- 
ling to sppropriated would be returned 
in the shape of lasting beaettts to the 
colony. 

But how it the money to be raised 1 
The resolutions of the netting appeal 
both to the colonists and to the Govern- 
ment ; and surely both parlies have to 
deep a stake in the undertaking, that li- 
beral support ought lo be afforded by each. 
Whether the colonists be regarded at 
shareholders, as landed proprietors, or 
simply as inhabitant* of the country, 
depending upon itt prosperity fur 
subsistence and enjoy meni, it is 
of the utmost importance (u every 
one of them that this survey should 
be made, and be made aa accurately Bind 
at early aa possible. If they art not blind 
to their own interests, and to the interests 
of their children after litem, thr colonists 
therefore will not fail to do thrir part, 
and to do it handtameiy. In subscribing 
for this purpose, they will know that the)' 
are running no risk*, incurring no liabili- 
ticn , that the itwxf that can befall them 
it the loss of the sum tbey contribute ; 
and that the object they have in view is 
well worth so small a sacrifice. 

And what tyre the colouists entitled to 
expect from the Government? We hare 
reflected much upon this question . and 
our conclusion It, that the surrey expenses 
of the ihree grand trunks, the southern, 
the western, and the northern, ought to 
be borne by the colonial leveuue In the 
eilent of M lewt one-half. Il it, we be- 
lieve, generally admitted, that whatever 
may be the ultimata adjuatinent of the dis- 
pute* about Diatrict Council!, the ffrrat 
tolanimi toads— those which constitute, 
in the full sense of the term, 
fite Qtreea's %-Wie*. in contra- 
dinlinttion from parish, or district, or 
county thoroughfares — ought lo be made 
and maintained at the expense of the 
general revenue, since they are intended 
for the use of the whole eommuuity, and 
not for any local subdivision of it. If 
this be a nun J principle —and we think 
it will not be controverted — the colonists 
may reasonably look tu thr Government 
for sssistauce in the establishment uf 
railways having the like national charac- 
ter. The ]xiiot at which that assistance 
is most required, it the starling point. 
Before a survey hat been rnilitated, there 
it, especially in young eountlie* like this, 
a natural indisposition on the part of 
capitalists to adventure their money in 
an undertaking at yet to indefinite and 
precarious. Here the Government ought 
lo step in, and meet the adventurers at 
least haU way. The timid will then be 
emboldened, and the enterprise be fol- 
lowed out vigorously. 

That it it the iiifmuf at tftll as the 
duty of Government to promote oor gieal 
central railway*, must be obvious to 
everybody. The increased energy and 
productiveness which they will impart 
to our universal industry, will of course 
bring gritl to the Treasury mill. A 
wealthy people and a wealthy Govern- 
ment mutt be commensurate. And, more- 
over, since the Government it the largest 
landowner, and since one of the most cer- 
tain tffecti of railirayt will be to rilsethe 
value of land, it follows that the Govern- 
ment tev ill be the largest gainer from rail- 
way successes , and it follows, further, 
that (he least tbe Government can be 
expected lo do towards preparing the way 
fur those successes is, aa we have said 
above, to bear not less than one-half the 
expense uf tlte turveyi.

A few dayt before the trorensor 
PkiHip left, a daring outbreak Occurred,

The pri toners had been aecuttomed lo 
receive individual rations, and utensils in 
the shape of pots and pannikins wete 
furnished them to cook with. Under 
nrw regulations lately issued, all the pro- 
vision! were ordered to be cooked tt the 
general mess- houte, and the utenailt were 
accordingly called in, and were taken 
front the criminals by the police. These 
were in the first instance given up, bul in 
a day or two't time the prisoners col- 
lected in a body, and made a general ruth 
on tbe mesa-house, and overpowering the 
constables, look possession of it. In the 
attack the Chief Constable on the island, 
named Smith, was killed, and before the 
arrival of the military three other con- 
stsblei also fell victims to thr violence of 
the desperadoes. 

The guard having arrived at tbe spot, 
the outbreak war promptly checked, and 
ultimately the ringleaders and 1109 of 
the prisoners were placed upon the chain, 
and secured in various Government build- 
ings. Thi principal leader in this daring 
attempt was the notoriout J* cunt* Jrrxev, 
the far-famed bushranger uf New South 
Wales.

We regret to learn that " the war" in 
Tahiti still continues ; that the unfortu- 
nate natives, whose only fault is attach- 
ment to their (Jueen and their own sim- 
ple but sufficient furm of Government, 
are subject to the continued attacks at » 

powerful nation, whuie ostensible purpose | day oft*™, willbo tilled 
is taid to be their protection. The Ti- «''««»*»•.»«■«■.*-■ 
tians Itaie displayed a bravery and deter- 
mination which must earn for tbeui the 
sympathy of all who are acnuaintrd with 
the circumstances under winch they are 
fighting for their lives, their altars, and 
their homes. It docs not appear that the 
French have yet obtained a single victory. 
After k three years' occupation of the 
island, no Frenchman dare go, wilbont 
military protection, beyond the reach of 
the gunt or Iht furl* on the shore*, at of 
the thips at anchor in the bay. In the 
last alltck made by the French, their lots 
was very severe, if. Bait* or Haixa, the 
senior military officer, was killed, and the 
total killed waa estimated at thirty, and 
the wounded {including several officers) 
at twenty -five. The Tahilian lots is not 
known, but as they were protected by the 
taiineitei to which they retired, it it 
not mppoMd to have been above one- 
thud that of the French. Thou- 
sands of the bread fruit and other trees 
bearing edible teed have been destroyed 
by the French; whole sections of country, 
which were like fertile gardens when the 
French advanced, were left by them with- 
out a single tree bearing fruit fur the uie 
uf man. This ha* been done for the pur- 
pose of tendering it impossible for the 
natives to obiain food, and thus starring 
them into submission. There was a time 
when Great Britain had the right, accord- 
ing to (he law of nations, to have inter - 
feted and prevented the occupation of the 
island by France; but having let Ihat 
time pass by, the cannot do so now, even 
if she had the inclination, But surely 
if the re*! slate of the case were known 
by the French people, they would not 
allow the unjust aud unholy war in which 
iheir nation is engaged in Tahiti to be 
proceeded with for the century which, at 
the present rate of progress, mntt elapse 
before the Tahitiaui are thoroughly sub-

diately dealioui of peace on Tahiti. But Uo- 
eernor 11 mat waa letolead on war. The termt 
of the Protectorate treaty (ercn if it were a 
ealid one, eigned at the moath of tbt cannon,) 
grant to tb* l'renah tbtcoetrol of ronien rr!n- 
lion* only, and tlipulite that Uiieen Pocuire 
thill be lupreme in ail unite effort.
